Lots Of Interest In Aromatic Tobacco 
In Rutherford County 

HE writer has just made a trip through 
Rutherford County with Mr. F. E. Patton, 
visiting some of the aromatic tobacco growers 
in that county. The plant beds, with one ex- 
ception, were in very good shape, and by the 
time this issue of the News is published, all 
the plants will be in the ground. There will 
be 25 Turkish tobacco growers in Rutherford 
County this year. Fifteen of these are new, and 
most of the growers will have an acre or more. 
The sharp decline in cotton acreage has re- 
sulted in many Rutherford County farmers 
turning to Turkish tobacco as a new source of 
cash income. Mr. Patton knows aromatic to- 
bacco and can tell farmers what to do to get 

the best results with this crop. 

It is interesting to see how many plants are 
required to set out an acre of aromatic tobacco. 
The plants are set about five inches apart in 
the rows and the rows are about twenty inches 
apart. It takes something like 60,000 plants to 
set out an acre of aromatic tobacco, so you 
can see that a good-sized plant bed is neces- 
sary. 

In the western counties, Bob Few is work- 
ing with approximately a dozen growers in 
Clay, Cherokee and Swain Counties. We hope 
to be able to report good results in this area, 
also.

North Carolina’s Dairy Industry 
Keeps Growing 
UNE Dairy Month again brings to our atten- 
tion the remarkable growth of the dairy in- 
dustry in North Carolina. To a large extent 
because of the use of semen from the proved 
sires of the American Breeders Service, the 
average production of milk per cow in North 
Carolina has increased to 4,900 pounds. This 
is an increase of 220 pounds per cow over 1955 
and is the highest average the state has ever 
had. 

As the “Carolina Farmer” points out, how- 
ever, we have a long way to go to bring our 
average production per cow up to the level of 
some of the other states. California’s average 
is 8,600 pounds per cow per year, and the 
average in New Jersey is 7,850 pounds. The 
national average is 6,006 pounds per cow. By 
culling our poor cows, and by continuing to 
breed to the high indexed sires of the Ameri- 
can Breeders Service, and by better feeding, 
we can increase this average milk production 


per cow and thereby increase the return 
the families who depend on dairying for th« 
cash income. 

The number of families making their living 
from producing fluid milk in Western North 
Carolina increases each year. The dairy busi- 
ness brings a regular monthly cash income t 
the farmer, and June Dairy Month again em- 
phasizes the importance of enlarging ow 
markets for milk and ice cream and other 
dairy products.

How well I remember many 
acts that clearly demonstrated their loyalty to the little country 
church to which we belonged — and to God and His causes 

One of the experiences most often remembered is the Lord’s 
Acre program of our little church in 1920-21, etc., and the part 
my parents had in it. As a small child, these 
impressed me: 

1. The way that they talked about it and planned it. They 
talked about it and planned it at chu.ch. It seems that they even 
used a different tone of voice. They were talking about some- 
thing very meaningful, sacred and holy. Thus I have alway 
felt that the Lord’s Acre was a sacred and holy practice. 

2. The time that I had to wait around the church while they 
and others worked the Lord’s Acre behind the church. It seemed 
as a child that it took them a long time! But their faithfulnes: 
to this project made a deep impression on me of its importanc« 
and helpfulness, and the fact that the church needed people 
to be faithful workers for it. Thus I have always thought of the 
Lord’s Acre as something important and helpful to the church 
and a good way for the people to work for the cause of the 
church and God. 

3. Even though small parts — they gave me work to do like 
everyone else, I had a part. At the County Fair in the fall for 
several years we had a Lord’s Acre booth and sold the Lord’: 
Acre produce. They let me help here and other places. What 
a thrill it was! The preacher, Brother Elrod, now deceased, wa 
right there. The preacher, the adults and children 
had a part in working for the church and the Lord. 

It is with gratitude that I remember these helpful and mean 
ingful experiences. It seems that this is a wonderful and helpful 
experience for any church and any family to provide the 
children and young people of their church. Dr. Clarke and D1 
McClure have often pointed out, it is a splendid way to build 
Christian character.
